The library trustees respectfully submit the following 
rep ort for the year ending February 16, 1804: 

Items of information, as required by the State Commis- 
sion, as to location of library, name of libr arian, rules and 
regulations as to management of library, were forwarded on 
April 14th. 

The gift of the State consisting of 101 volumes was put 
in cireulation on July 11th. The gift of 95 volumes from 
the Hon. J. J. Bell was added on the 22d of August. One 
lmndred and tw enty-four volumes loaned to the library by 
a W.L.S. pee ae N. W. L. F. were added to the Lbrary 

n August 25th. Rev. J. E. Johnson’s donation of eighteen 
eck was a, on September 7th. 

About 100 volumes of reports and published State, Pro- 
vincial and Tawn papers have been put by the selectmen 
into the care of the library. 

At North Woodstock 108 residents and 51 visitors have 
used the library, reading 695 books. At Woodstock 54 res- 
idents have read 258 books, making a total of 213 readers 
who have used 953 books in-7 8-4 months.
